ANTI-DAYAN MOVEMENT GROWS

The Government is faced with

he Dayan resign on 
the basis of the Agranat Com- 
mission’s interim report. 

By last night the main issue hoi- 
led down to the question of whe- 
ther Dayan alone or the entire 
Government should resign in the 
wake of the Agranat report, most 
probably leading to new elections 
within three or four months, 

There is a strong feeling in the 
Labour Party and Mapam, that 
Dayan should resign in order to 
save the rest of the Labour leader- 
ship and the Government. But the 
Rafi leadership, which met until 
late last night together with Da- 
yan, resolved that if

It was noted with interest that 
the Prime Minister's Office yester- 
day made a point of issuing a firm

be applied to the entire Govern- 
ment, if at all. 

The Rafi leadership held that 
direct Ministerial responsibility re- 
garding Dayan certainly should not 
be applied retroactively — particul. 
arly after what had been said. by 
party leaders last month, when they 
pleaded with him to rejoin the Ca- 
binet. The participants in the meet- 
ing also spoke critically of the con- 
temptuous and disrespectful atti- 
tude to a judicial commission head- 
ed by the President of the Supreme 
Court. 


The Cabinet will meet on Tuesday 
to consider the entire question of 
Ministerial responsibility. Before that 
the Alignment's Knesset faction and 
leadership bureau are likely to meet 
in a desperate attempt to reach 
a solution, 

Finance Minister Pinhas Sapir, 
who put off his trip to the U.S.

The British Chief Rabbi speaks out 


one of 
the few leading rabbinical figures 
who did not side with Rabbi Shlo- 
mo Goren on the “Who is a Jew?" 
issue. In recent speeches he has 
gone even further by advocating a 
separation of religion and politics 
in Israel. Ν 

His decision to speak out on 
these and other controversial issues 
stems from his belief that the 
aftermath of the October war require 
a re-appraisal of some conventionally 
held opinions. There should be great- 
er discussion on issues vital to 
Judaism and Tsrael. In order to en-

debate. 

In addition to his belief that re- 
Hgion must be divorced from po- 
Htics Lf it is to prosper, he also 
points out that the “Who is a 
Jew?” issue is an American, not 
an Israeli problem. Somewhat more 
cautiously, he expresses the belief 
that eee bender be better serv~ 
ed if some form civil marriage 
were permitted in Israel. 

“We will never be able to unite 
the Jewish State with Judaism 
until we divorce religion from po- 
lities," he explained during an in- 


terview last week. 

“I am not passing’ any judgment 
on the past expediency of having 
had religious parties in Israel, but 
I feel that by now they are more 
of a Wability than an asset. 

“The spirituel fabric of Israel 
will be determined by the degree 
Sot et reeling Maly 
dence overw! 
of the citizens. This can only be 
done by persuasion, not by legisia- 
tion. Every time we are engaged 
in politically orlentated battles over 
legislation, we lose out on public 
support for the simple reason that 
what many see as religious coercion 
is today the biggest stumbling 
block to a greater appreciation of 
spiritual and religious values. 

‘{ have the feeling that the in- 
stitutions of religion in Israel, not- 
ably the rabbinate and the organ- 
ization of religious communities, are 
suffering greatly from the political 
allegiances that are required. 

“The rabbinate today has become 
very largely ineffective because it 
is part of a political machine. It 
is accountable, through a political 
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party, to the State. It ought to be 
entirely independent and be respon- 
afble only to members of commun- 
ities. Until that is a0, I fear that 


the influence of religious leadership 
will be gravely undermined.” 

While he expresses his strong 
feeling that religion and politics 
should be divorced, he rejects the 
separation of religion and state. 
“The state itself must be suffused 
wtih Jewish spiritual values, indeed 
with Jewish legislative values, But I 
fear that so long as religion is 
expressed only, or advocated only. 
through political manceuverings we 
cannot achieve this.” 

The majority of the parties have 
to oppose the influence of religion, 
not because they are anti-religious 
or because they are dogmatically 
committed to atheism, but because 
by supporting the iofluence of reli- 
gion they support the potential 
growth of an opposition party.
